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For the liberality of patronage that has kept our grounds free from the 
accumulation of overgrown stock, for the confidence bestowed on our house, 
and for the flattering reception extended to stock sent from our nurseries, 
we are very grateful. By faithful personal attention to the wants of our 
patrons, we hope for a continuance of their favors. We labor to please. 


Our Business.—We give our whole attention to the production of 
Fruit Trees and Fruit Tree Seedlings, aiming to produce the best possible 
quality. We employ no traveling agents, but sell direct to the trade or 


planter our best stock. 


System of Culture.—Our trees are all grown on soil never before 
used for tree culture. But one crop is grown on the same land. Little 
or no manure is used. We claim for trees grown on this system a 
superiority over those grown on old nursery lands by the aid of large 
amounts of manure—claim they are more hardy, healthy, and stand trans- 
planting far better. Both the wood and the roots will be found thoroughly 
well ripened and in good condition to bear removal. We use the best of 
seedling stock, plant on choice land, give constant and clean culture. 


Digging.—Believing that the next important thing after growing a 
good tree is to so lift it as to preserve its roots, we take more pains than is 
usual in digging, as well as protecting the roots from exposure after being 
dug. We usually commence to dig, in the autumn, about October Ist, and 
continue till freezing weather, and in the spring from March 15th to April 
3d, usually about April Ist.

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Sorting Trees into different grades is done by experienced and care- 
ful hands, care. being taken to have each grade as uniform as the habits of 
the different varieties allow. Trees as graded by us will be found full 
one grade better than is often the case, particularly with those who run 
“cheap” trees, our No. 2 being as good as their No. 1, &c., &c. We pro- 
fess to sort toa strict and honest standard. 


Packing is done in the dest possible style. We pack in firm, well se- 
cured boxes, and use an abundance of pure fresh moss. The bare cost of 
materials used, only is charged. 


Shipping.—We connect with the Buffalo, New York & Erie Railroad, 
with New York, Buffalo, Rochester and Elmira, for all points. The depot 
of our new Railroad (E. & G. V.) is but one-fourth of a mile from our packing 
grounds. We prefer to have the purchaser give full shipping orders, 
particularly touching his own end of the route. Where no orders are 
given, we will use our best judgment. After stock has’ passed from our 
hands in good order we assume no responsibility. We however gladly 
make any correction of our mistakes, of whatever nature. 


Terms.—Cash, security, or an approved note on all accounts running 
over thirty days. Responsible parties desiring their stock sent forward in 
autumn that it may be on hand for early spring use, will be accommodated 
with liberal terms, made known on application. Parties with whom we 
have not the honor of an acquaintance, and who desire a credit, will please 
accompany their orders with a reference to, ora letter from, a banker or 
other responsible source. A personal statement in addition 1s also acceptable. 


Orders.—Please make them on a separate sheet. Prompt attention 
given to orders by mail or telegraph. Parties so ordering may rely on the 
same care being given their orders as though they personally attended. 
Samples sent by express. Early orders are very desirable. Correspond- 
ence solicited. 


Selection of Varieties.—We grant to the buyer the selection of 
varieties and alavays send to the letter when possible. However it is im- 
possible sometimes to send just as ordered, and in the absence of positive 
orders to the contrary, shall either increase on kinds ordered or send such 
as we know to be desirable for the section sent to.

They are usually three to four feet high, well branched, 
stocky and abundantly rooted. They transplant very successfully, and to 
parties living at a distance are a very desirable article.
